It will be seen by the foregoing analysis that compared with the previous year there 
was in 1892 an increase of £128,446 in Grand Jury Cess, and of £18,378 in the 
taxation by Town Authorities, while there was a decrease of £42,350 in that by Boards 
of Guardians. 

The Grant in aid of local taxation provided for distribution among these three classes 
of local authorities by the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 188S, amounted 
to £248,007 for the year ended the 31st of March, 1892, of which sum one-half was 
received by Boards of Guardians (as shown in Appendix XVII., page 38), £100,975 by 
Grand Juries, and £23,028 by Town Authorities. The towns which participate in the 
Grant, and the sums received by them in respect of the year in question are given in 
Table XXL of the Appendix, page 42. 

2. Grand Jury Cess. 

One of the oldest and the largest of the local taxes in Ireland is the rate on real 
property called Grand Jury cess. It derives this name from the Authority chiefiy 
engaged in authorizing its application. The origin of this tax, and the constitution of 
the bodies that administer it, are fully explained in former Reports 
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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY REPORT.

4. The Dogs Licence Duty. 

The collection of the dogs licence duty is entrusted to the Petty Sessions clerks, and 
a return of it is made to Parliament by the Registrar of Petty Sessions clerks, so that 
an abstract only is included in Appendix V. to this Report. A considerable part of the 
remuneration of Petty Sessions clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty. The 
surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection, is paid over in aid of 
Grand Jury cess and Town rates.

6. Court Leet Presentments. 

The only Court Leet ascertained to be in existence in Ireland is that in the Manor of 
Killultagh, including the town of Lisburn, in the county of Antrim, of which an account 
is given in Appendix XXYI. to the Report for 1869.* The Court Leet presentments 
bear some resemblance to Grand Jury cess in being made by a Court Leet Grand Jury 
and levied off land and being partly applied for manor roads ; they resemble town 
taxation in being applicable to town fountains, fire-engines, and fairs and markets. 
There appears to have been no Court Leet presentment in the year 1892.

It appears from this table, that of the total receipts of town authorities in Ireland—. 
£1,469,862 — £621,143, or 42 , 26‘ percent., was from rates on real property; £552,713 
or 37 ‘6 per cent., was from money borrowed on the security of the rates and realized 
by Stock issued for the purpose of consolidating debts ; £205,953, or 14 - 01 per cent., was 
from rents and other sources; £45,353, or 3 '09 per cent., was from tolls, dues, and 
fees; £32,353, or 2'2 per cent., was from the Imperial taxes; and £12,347, or *84 per 
cent, was from Grand Jury cess, or other local tax.

12. — Poor Rates. 

The particulars of the collection and expenditure of poor rates are fully set forth in 
the annual Reports of the Local Government Board, and it is only necessary here to 
refer to abstract XVII. in the Appendix, page 38, in order to ascertain the amount of 
these rates which is included in the classified summary of local taxation given in the 
following table. 

13. Classification of Local Taxation, and amount received from (1) Rates on Real 
Property ; (2) Tolls, Fees, Stamps, and Dues ; and (3) Other Sources. 

The local taxation of Ireland in 1892 is classified in the following table to show how 
much was obtained; respectively, from rates on real property, from tolls fees stamps 
and dues, and from other sources of receipt, excluding borrowed money and grants from 
the Imperial taxes. 

In the case of Grand Jury cess, from the total net amount to be levied, viz., 
£1,321,272 (the amount returned in Appendix I.), £59,344, the amount for the counties 
of the cities of Dublin, Cork, and Limerick is deducted, for the reason mentioned 
in paragraph 10, page 9, leaving the net amount to be administered by Grand Juries, 
or paid under imperative presentments, £1,261,928. 

In the case of town taxation it has been necessary to deduct from the receipts 
fiom other sources of £205,953, included in the table on the opposite page, £6,170 
paid out of fines to treasurers of boroughs, £1,235 paid out of Dogs licence duty, 
£5,599 received from grants or contributions made for specific purposes, £285 received 
from the General Cattle Diseases Fund, and sums amounting to £47,997 which either 
appear twice in the accounts of the same authority, or are accumulations of sinking 
funds applied in discharge of debt, thereby reducing the amount of such receipts 
to £144,667.
